Dkar Sir :~Vour letter of June 
26th was duly received, in which 
you proix>se to assume charge of the 
Kudowment Fund on condition that 
the Committee be liiuitetl to you 
and Mr. Regeusburg ; that you be 
allowed to do as you please ; and 
that you be not required to i.iwirt 
until the next Convention. 

I trust you will pardon my not 
replying sooner. The past few 
months have beenm .uly busy 

ones with me, and .. pare time 

is the only time I can devote to N. 
A. 1). luatters, I have not been able 
to attend to all the matters coming 
up as promptly as I should like to. 
Moreover I desired to give your pro- 
ptwition due consideration before re- 
plying. 

Regarding >tjur proposition, 1 am 
decidedly op^xjsed to conducting N. 
A. D. affairs secretly. I believe 
in letting the deaf know what is be- 
ing done. I believe that the deaf of 



the country are both able and will- 
ing to support the N. A. D. But to 
gain this sup}X)rt we must have 
their confidence ; and to get their 
confidence we must let them know 
what we are doing. 

When I learned the inside history 
of the Moving Picture Fund and the 
claims of Mr. Regeusburg that it 
was independent of the N. A. D. ; 
that the N. A. D. merely loaned the 
use of its name to a project which 
otherwise might not have the con- 
fidence of the public; I was both 
surprised and disappointed. The 
controversy over this matter has 
caused more trouble to the present 
administration than all other ques- 
tions put together. The facts in 
the matter will be made public in 
due time. 

I am unwilling to have another 
such project left over to bother my 
successor in office. 

While I shall be glad to see the 
Endowment Fund grow to substan- 
tial proportion, and shall welcome 
any practicable means to secure it, I 
do not favor the idea of being kept 
iu the dark as to what is being done. 
I have plans under way for building 
up the Association, and I do not know 
but that your plans would antago- 
nize and interfere with mine. The 
attacks made on me by you and Mr. 
Regensburg do not tend to inspire 
ine with confidence in your proposi- 
tion. 

For six years you were president 
of the Association, during which 
you had every opportunity to carry 
out your ideas as to its management. 
At the end of that time, as you 
yourself admit, the Association has 
not enough means to do any effec- 
tive business. 

Why can you not allow me to 
carry out my plans without harass- 
ing me with your attacks P My 
views were made known before the 
Colorado Convention. 

If you think that your attacks on 
me will induce me to come over to 
your way of doing business, you are 
very much mistaken. I decline to 
submit to dictation from you or any- 
lx>dy else. 

I do not care to reply to your per- 
sonal attacks on me in the Optimist. 
This kind of quarrelling in the 
family does no good, but it does 
hinder and prevent the growth of 
Association. 

As you have made your proposi- 
tion public, I take the liberty of 
sending this to the press.

The following is clipped from a 
York, Pa., daily paper, date<l Au- 
gust 7th, 1911, 

" MiHs Camilla A. Barnitz died 
last Sunday night, August Cth, 
about 9 :30 o'clock in her country 
home near Violet Hill, York town- 
ship, from the effects of a stroke of 
apoplexy sniflfered Saturday night. 
While Miss Barnitz was not in the 
I>e8t of health for some time she was 
up and about on Saturday after- 
noon and walked in her garden. 
The Htroko came upon her atwut 
11:30 o'clock, and her condition, 
under the care of a local physician, 
seemed improved yesterday. Her 
death occurred suddenly. She is 
survived by a brother and three 
sisters, Michael D., and the Misses 
Annie M., Laura J., and Mary J. 
Barnitz. Miss Barnitz formerly 
lived at 54 West Market Street. 
She was the daughter of George A. 
Barnitz, deceased, for many years 
one of York's leading coal mer- 
chants, who was later succeeded by 
his son George, also deceased." 

The sad news of Miss Barnitz's 
death was a shock to her friends in 
Ptiiladelphia and elsewhere, for she 
had a large acquaintance of deaf in 
the State. She was a rnemt)er of 
the Pennsylvania Society for the 
Advancement of the Deaf and a re 
i;ular annual contributor to the 
Home Fund wirh her brotlier Mr. 
Michael D., who is also deaf. 
When a fair or sale for the l>eneflt 
of the Home was arranged. Miss 
Barnitz was always appealed to for 
aid and she never faile4l to respond 
with articles of her own make.

South Carolina. 

One of the interesting current 
events of the deaf in the United 
States tiiese days was the organi- 
zation of the South Carolina Asso- 
ciation. Several appropriate titles 
for the Association wore made, but 
the named title won its place. Dr 
and Mrs N V. Walker were the 
host and hoslesM of the entertain- 
ment at tlie Alumni reunion. They 
were honored with the titles of 
" First Man and First Lady of Ce 
dar Spring " The reunion was the 
first grand Alumni reunion in the 
sixty three years since the school 
was erecfe<l. The Association was 
a surprising and yet, assuring suc- 
cess, the whole success l>earing upon 
the great interest in the reunion, 
Virginia, Tennessee and Florida, 
were represented by the former pu 
pils. Eighty-one alumni came 
there. Tuesday evening tliey gave 
their greetings, and Superintendent 
Walker and his wife iecogniz<id 
every face. The opening exercises 
were the invocation by Dr. Walker, 
address of welcome and the re 
sponse. Dr. Walker gave a history 
of the School dtjring sixty-three 
years. The poem, " Conquered 
lianiier," was delivered i)y Mrs. T 
H. Coleman, former pupil of Fan 
wood. The tablet ceremonies to 
the memory of the founder. Walk- 
er, were ver.v impressive, the un 
veiling being ilone l)y the founder's 
first pupil, Mr. Hugh8toii, who ii 
seventy-ei(jht years »)ld. Mr. Hngli 
ston was the central figure in the 
Alumni reunion, everybody re- 
specting him as tlie first Alumnus. 
Walter Glover presi<led over the 
meeting the first evening. Wed 
nesday was given for the organiza- 
tion and olhei matters. Mr. T. H. 
Coleman was acclaimed president 
Walter Glover, first vine-preHJdent 
by acclamation ; Miss Belle Rogers, 
second vice-president, tiy vote 
and Mr. Henry Smoak, secretary- 
treasurer, by acclamation. The 
directors were elected : Walter 
Glover, George Strong, Lewis My 
erH and Luther Rhodes. 
" Greater Achievements Possible,' 
l)y Walter Glover, was a nice sub- 
j >ct, and the nicest thought was 
shown. The poem " My Carolina" 
was beautifully delivered in sign 
language by Miss Lillian Glover 
Tlie title of this poem was suggest- 
e<l by Ml. Glover, who wanted the 
poem to be really coin|)osed i)y a 
deaf man and delivered by a deaf 
girl before the deaf public. The 
honor for the <!omposition goes to 
Mr, Herbert Suioak, The reading 
and adoption of the Constitution 
and By-Laws was a nice work. Mr. 
Mason, an agent of the Department 
of Agriculture, matle an addreMS on 
the destruction of pine treew t)y the 
pine beetle. He was dumi>-found- 
ed by the fact that the deaf people 
are a nice class, differing from what 
he thought of a deaf person in the 
world. The procession to the site 
of the original school was made, 
anil followed by Mr. Waiter Glo- 
ver's celebration speech, which 
gives the whole traced history in 
thirty pairns in regard to a deaf- 
miite'H education. Tlie chief fea- 
ture of that speech wsk the exhibi- 
tion of the exact duplicate co[iy of 
the hand alphaiiet that caused the 
founder's Interest and work. The 
original copy was lost or misplaced. 
The duplicate copy was that of the 
annual report (1847, only one year 
before the interest was made) of 
the t>hio School. Su|>erinfendent 
Jones kindly gave it to Mr, Glover, 
on his desire, who turned it over to 
the deaf of South Carolina for their 
possession as a relic. He also turn- 
ed it over to their school to l>e in its 
Iceepiing for generations. Tlien 
came the preiwinlation speech, aftei 
which the l>eautiful silver loving 
cup was presented to Dr. and Mrs. 
N. F. Walker, who were taken by 
surprise. Hearty hand-shakes by 
every deaf person was made to 
show their high regard. The cup 
waH inscril>ed :

Marinette, Wis., August 7 — 
When Edward Duohaine, of Glad- 
stone, Mich., and Miss Delina Pro- 
vost, of Escanaba, Mich., both deaf- 
mules, heard that Rev. Mr. Bartfa, 
of Kscanal)a, was an adept at the 
deaf and dumb language, they wig- 
wairged to each other titat he was 
just the man to preside over their 
wedding ceremony. So thev went 
to the priest, disclosed their wishes 
l»y manipulation of their digits, and 
the priest performed the entire 
ceremony in the deaf and dumb 
sign language. 
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One of the greatest newspaper 
editors and lenders nf public thought 
that we ever had in America was 
Horace Greeley. His paper was the 
famous New York TvUmne. 

Ho was born over one hundred 
years ago, and thin anniversary has 
brought out many stories and anec- 
dotes about him; they are all inter- 
esting, for Greeley himself was a 
most interesting character. 

Daniel Frohman, the theatrical 
manager, once worked on tlie Tri- 
bune, and he tells of his first sight 
of Greeley. The door opened and 
"a great stooping figure sliufiled 
in." It was more than six feet 
high, broad of shoulder, with a 
shambling walk. This big body was 
topped by a face, which once seen 
was never forgotten. It was as 
round as the full moon, with a 
fringe of white whiskers. He did 
not care about his clothes and 
always wore the same kinds — along 
frock coat, low cut vest, full bosom- 
ed white shirt and a narrow bow 
tie. He usually wore also his 
famous wliite overcoat by which he 
was known all over New York. 

" The pockets of every garment 
he wore were stuffed full of manu- 
scripts, books and papers. It wais 
so that morning. Greeley with his 
arms full of papers shuffled to a 
counter and let his armful of manu- 
scripts fall. Then he took off his 
white beaver hat ; that too was filled 
will) papers, which he dumped on 
the counter with the others. Then 
he reached into every one of his 
deep coat pockets and brought out 
more papers. Standing at the 
counter he hurriedly picked out a 
bunch of editorials, handed them to 
Frohman and said "Send these up 
to the comiKwing room." 

Anotlier thing Greeley was noted 
for was his bad handwriting. Froh- 
man, who saw IiIh writing every day 
for four years, says it was absolutely 
the worst and hardest to read of 
any in the world. " Mr. Greeley 
wrote very rapidly. It seemed that 
his brain worked three times aH 
fast as his fingers, and the frenzied 
attempts of his hand to keep pace 
with his thoughts led to astonish- 
ing results on paper. He used a 
broad steel pen which in liis hurry 
he would keep on dipping into the 
ink; the result was he scattered ink 
all over the desk and got it all over 
his fingers. Ho liegan writing at 
Ihe top of the page and zig-zagged 
up an<] down, right and left, so the 
paper hsiked exactly as if a chicken 
had dipped his feet in ink and 
walked all over the page. 

There was only one man in the 
whole Tribune office who couhl al- 
ways read anything Greeley wrote; 
he was the foreman of the compos- 
inir-room. Distracted compositors 
ran to him with Greeley's "copy" 
when they got stuck, which hap- 
pened every five minutes. And 
Moinet lines peojile who had received 
letters from Greeley came to the 
foreman in despair to have him 
read the letters for them. It is said 
that sometimes oven Greeley him- 
self could not read what ho had 
written a few days ago and had to 
go to the foreman to find out I 

Sometimes in spite of the fore- 
man's great care mistakes in his 
" copy " would appear. One of the 
funniest mistakes was in a sentence 
Greeley wrote about William H. 
Seward, Thurlow Weed and him- 
self, the three great political lea<l- 
ers; Greeley spoke of them in an 
editorioal as the "three men in 
buckram," The sentence came out 
in the Tribune as "Three men in a 
back room." 

Another time he quoted from 
llunilet, " 'Tis true, 'tis pity, and 
pity 'tis 'tis true." The foreman 
was away that day and the com- 
positors got it twisted like this, 
" 'Tis two, 'tia two, 'tis fifty, and 
fifty, two 'tis two." 

Although he often appeared very 
bluff, almost rude, Greeley really 
had a kind and gentle heart, and 
was always helping people. When 
he did so he seemed almost asham- 
ed of his kindness and tried to 
cover it up with loud, fierce talk. 
Once a man came to him with a 
letter of introduction and a story of 
hard luck and mlsfoitiine. He saiil 
he want<Ml to go West and needed 
money for the journey. He also 
said he had a wife and several chil- 
dren. Now It was Greeley who 
gave another person the famous 
advice, " Young man, go West," 
tint this time he did differently. 
He pounded the desk with his fist 
and said, "Why in the nauiMof 
God do yon want to go West when 
you liavea wife and children here?" 
Then he reaehe<l Into his pocket, 
fislied out a twenty-dollar bill and 
almost threw it in the tiian's face, 
saying, "There, take this money 
home to your wife." All thlM seem- 
ed like a fit of anger. When it had 
subsided, he said, "Take the first 
train to-morrow for Cranford, N. 
J., and find Mr. So and So. I will 
write him to dav to irlve you a 
place." 

Anolliei ni(t>> •>• i.< ful of hel[) 
came to Greely once, when he was 
very busy. He read the letter, 
took out a five dollar bill au<l hand- 
ed it to t'roliman, saying, " Daniel, 
give this bill to the man who 
brought this letter." 

Frohman w^ going down stairs 
when ho noticed the bill was a 
connterfelt. So he went back and 
said : 



" Mr. Greeley, this is a counter- 
felt," 

•' Are you sure ?" he asked. 

"Yes, I am certain. I saw one 
like it yesterday and Ihe cashier of 
our bank warneil me about them." 

At this, t4reely toitk Ihe bill, tore 
it into a liiindred lilts, Miid dropped 
lliein into tlie waMte-basket, saying 
as he did so, " Well, my boy, no 
other pel son will ever be fooled or 
rolibed by I his." Then he reached 
into liiH pocket again, pulled out a 
good bill and said, " Here, give him 
this." 

These were only a few instances 
of Greeley's kin<liieNS One other 
is worth telling. Old Commodore 
Vanderbill was a close friend of 
the great editor, though they weie 
sucli different men. The Commo- 
dore was one of Ihe early million- 
aires, ttio founder of the great 
Vanderbill fortune. Like many 
rich men, he had a son who gave 
him much worry. " Young Cor- 
neel," as he was known, was always 
getting iiilo trotilile, and liia father 
liad to run around paying the boy's 
debts. Two or throe times Greeley 
lent 3'ouiig Vaiiderbilt a good deal 
of money. The Commodore heard 
of it and hurried to Greeley's office 
where he found the editor writing. 

" Greeley, I hear you're lending 
Corneel money." Qieeh-y looked 
up at his visitor, partly wilh philo- 
sophic contempt, partly with pity, 
and said, " Yes, I have l^t him 
liave some." " I warn .you," re- 
plied the Commodore, "you needn't 
look to me. I won't pay you." 

"Who asked you to?" retorted 
Greeley, " Have I ?" 
the interview. 

Mr. Greeley was 
worker. He always 
absorbed and concentrated in liis 
work that nothing could iuterrnpt 
him. When he began an editorial 
he never stopped. The world might 
end around him but he would stay 
at his task. One day a furious 
ringing of the bell from Greeley's 
room was heard. Frohman rUNhed 
up staii'M, entered liis room and saw 
a wonderful night. " There sat the 
groat editor under what seemed a 
shower-bath. 'Abator dropped all 
over his desk, on his paper and 
even ran off his white whiskers. 
As simply as a child he said : 

" 'Daniel, this water is failing on 

me. 

Frohman removed the papers, 
and sent for the engineer, who 
found a water-pipe had burst on 
the fioor above. When Frohmlin 
returned to Greeley'w office, he si ill 
Nat in the very same place in spite

This reply illustrates his whole 
minded concentration on his work. 
Wlion he wrote he seemed to know 
nothing of what was going on 
around him. TIiIh characteristic 
was Mometimes a great help to him. 
Once three angry politicians call«d 
on him to find fault andquairel 
with him. They sat down and 
began at once to abuse him. Greeley 
paid no attention t.o them at all, 
but kept on writing steadily for 
half an hour while they scolded and 
raged at him. At last he stopped, 
turned around in his chaii, and 
said, " Now, gentlemen, if you 
have anything to say, I am ready 
to listen to you." 

They had already said all they 
could, they were too tired by their 
loss of temper to say anything 
more, and now they looked like 
three sheep. Their thunder was 
all gone. That was Gieeley's way. 

His seeming disregard of what 
was being said aud done around 
liim deceived a great many people. 
When he went to public debates, 
and sat on the platform wailing his 
turn to speak many people got the 
impression he had fallen asleep, be- 
cause his eyes wore closed and he 
seemed to be dreaming. But the 
moment he got on his feet he would 
begin to speak with great energy 
and force and'showed in liis speak- 
ing he knew very well everything 
that had been said while he had 
seemed to bo asleep. So it was 
clear he had been quite awake. 

In closing his reminiscences, 
Frohman says, " Such was Horace 
Greeley. Although more than foity 
years have passed since I worked 
for him, everything ho ever said to 
me, everything 1 ever saw him <lo, 
is clear and distinct in my mind to- 
day. This is perhaps the best proof 
I could give of his stiong personali- 
ty." — Scrap- Book.

August 19, 1911. — Monday mid- 
night, the Ohio Board of Adminis- 
tration assumed control aud 
management of nineteen state insti- 
tutions thus wiping out of existence 
as many separate boards. Only 
colleges and universities and the 
Soldiers and Sailors Orphan's Home 
are exempted. The Lima State 
IIos|)ital, now in course of erection 
is at present exempted, but when 
completed comes under the State 
Board of Control, aud thus there 
will be twenty. All present ofll- 
cials aud employes of the institu- 
tions, excepting those whose posi- 
tions have been abolished, are re- 
tained. Those going out are the 
stewards. The Board is divided 
equally, politically, and when the 
term of a chief officer of an insti- 
tution expires he is to be elected for 
a term of four years. The superin- 
tendent or citief officer has entire 
executive charge of the institution 
over which he presides aud can at»- 
point and discharge for cause any 
employe. Superiutendent Jones' 
term for which he was last elected, 
has still two or three years to run, 
and at its expiration there is no rea- 
son to believe but what he will 
leceive another term of four years. 
One good thing about the law 
creating the board and pultiug the 
institutions under its control, is the 
elimination of politics from them. 
Political a8.sessmenis are prohibited 
and memlters of the Board, and 
officers aud employes of institutions 
who solicit oi contriltute money, or 
thing of value for election purposes, 
will l)e removed. 

All supplies for the institutions 
will be purchase<l by competitive 
bidding. The Board is responsible 
for the expenditure next year of 
about $4,000,000.

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The dictionary, among its other 
definitions, describes Service as 
"labor, assistance or kindness to 
another." This we should consider 
as the proper definition to live by. 
Slavish service is always objec- 
tionable, but service given to a cor- 
rupt cause, no matter in how slight 
a degree, is worse, for then it is 
deprived of that honorable appella- 
tion and relegated into the depths 
as evil-doing. 

True service has no peer in the 
standard of nobleness, provided it is 
not for selfish motives and personal 
gain at the expense of others. 

A young man, first entering into 
the tribulations of commercial acti- 
vity, with the self-made assurance 
that the world owes him a living, 
usually puts a high value on him- 
self and frets under the low wages 
given him by his employer. When 
no substantial increase comes he 
considers himself slighted and be- 
gins to shirk, perhaps under the im- 
pression that by working less he can 
get even with the Boss and thus 
bring himself to his employer's no- 
tice and later get projier reimburse- 
ment for bis ' ' services. ' ' That no- 
tion he soon finds all wrong in prin- 
ciple, warped in application and fa- 
tal in results. The employer, be- 
coming day by day more cognizant 
with the increasing la/.iness of the 
youth, eventually begins to see that 
his business will not go to the wall 
if the young man is dropped, and at 
the end of the week notifies him 
that his services are no longer re- 
quired. 

If, in the first place, the young 
man really desired to rise, he woulfl 
disregard the low wages and seek to 
render his services of such value to 
the firm that it would inconvenience 
them to discbarge him ; he should 
strive to give real service, not an 
Imitation of it. Eventually tbe em- 
ployer would become aware of the 
fact that the capabilities of the 
young man were far above the me- 
diocre compensation he received, 
and some day tbe youth would be 
called into the private oStce of the 
Boss, complimented and given a 
higher salary, with an accompany- 
ing lift up the ladder of success. 

There are many grizzled old vete- 
rans in the business world, who as 
lx>y3 Ijegan with low wages, or even 
none at all, and who, by sheer pluck 
and honest service, rose to be powers 
in the firm in which they once were 
but subalterns. They did not for- 
get to also throw in a certain 
amount of brain and pluck — and 
they rose. 

Of all things, men detest a coward 
and a sneak, and what else is the 
men or women who draw their 
'cs and never, if they can help 
really repay their employer. 
JService of thi.s kind is well defined 
in these words of Elbert Hubbard : 
" If you work for a man and be pays 
you wages that supply you your 
bread and butter, then in Heaven's 
name, work for him." 

Even if, like the character in 
"Pinafore," your services consist 
in " poli.shing the handle of the big 
front door," do it so that it will pro- 
ject into the eyes of " the man 
higher up" the shining fact that 
you did well and intend to always 
do so in whatever capacity you are 
employed, and, ninety-nine to one 
it means a rise in wages, life's sta- 
tion, self con.sciousness and estima- 
tion of your fellowmen. Thus you 
will be fairly started to, in a way, 
complete tbe latter part of the .song, 
which ultimately brought out tbe 
hero as "ruler of the Queen's 
Navee." 

But service is not required in busi- 
ness life alone. It is as much need- 
ed in the home, social and daily life, 
as in tbe busy marts of commerce. 

Helping one another is one of the 
noblest and best forms of service. 
It is acceptable to God and a bless- 
ing to all human kind. " I^ove ye 
one another," .said Christ, and to do 
so is to serve bim, thus filling tbe 
two-fold place of being a Christian 
and serving our fellow-men. 

Be an altruist in tbe name of ser- 
vice until the Great Reaper bids you 
cease your mundane toils, fot then 
you shall lie down in peace, know- 
ing that when you are brought up 
in the Great Hall of Judgment you 
shall fearlessly answer the query 
from the Throne, " What hast thou 
done to merit Heaven?" with 
"Lord, I tried to Serve Tbee and 
my fellow-men." Then, fear not, 
for you shall l>e told to pass on to 
the region of fleecy doudk and gol- 
den harps, there to enjoy the eternal 
reward. Let us be like Pope's

Itia proposed to create a nicmoiial 
to the late Kev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Ohnroh for 
Doaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west
